Grand Jury Question Again. 

We alluded yesterday to a bill introduced 
into the House of Assembly to do away with 1 
Grand Juries in this Colony. The measure j 
is so extremely dangerous to public liberty, 
that wo cannot but allude to it again, with 
the hope that it may never be allowed to I 
becomo a law. Already we believe a peti- 
tion is being ptepared to present to both 
branches of the legislature, to expunge the 
odious clauses from the Jury bill. A public 
meeting is also said to be on the tapis logive 
expression to public opinion on the Bubject. 
If our Obstructive Government should fail 
to listen to the conservative voice of the 
country, we are assured that means will not 
bo wanting to send the objections to Eng- 
land, with fitting comments, 

In the Governor's speech at the opening 
of the Legislature, he stated that a bill 
would bo introduced to "accommodate the 
jury system to the ability of the Colony." 
We are, consequently, lo infer that the pres- 
ent bill has the Executive sanction. Being 
a Government measure, we have naturally 
lo hold the Government responsible, from the 
Governor down lo the Assembly. Whether 
the Executive was or was not aware of the 
clause |n the bill to abolish (Iran. 1 dories, 
having allowed his irresponsible minister to 
introduce what lie intimated in his speech, 
he cannot but be held to a strict responsi- 
bility for attempting to introduce un-English 
laws into this Colony. Neither he nor any
